Federal income taxpayers were 
warned today by Collector of Rev- 
enue James P, Finnegan that Jan. 
16 is the last day for paying the 
final quarterly installment on 
1949 estimated income taxes or 
for amending the 1949 declafa- 
tion of estimated income on which 
the installments are based. 

Taxpayers subject to filing dec- 
larations of estimated income may 
file their final 1949 return by Jan. 
16 and pay the actual balance 
due at tat time. Or, they may de- 
fer the final return until March 


If their actual 1949 income was 
20 per cent more than their esti- 
mate, they should file an amended 
declaration to increase the pay- 
ment and avoid a penalty for 
such underestimates. If the actual 
income was less they also may 
amend their declaration to reduce 
the last payment. 

A new law permits farmers to 
dispense with filing or making 
payment on a declaration of esti- 
mated tax if thgy file and‘pay in 
full their final returns for 1949 
not later than Jan. 31. If a farmer 
does not expect to file his return 
by that time, he must file and 
make payment on a declaration 
by Jan. 16 and may then take 
until March 15 to file his final 
return, Finnegan said.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 9 (AP) 
—About 43,000 of the nation's 
400,000 soft-coal miners struck 
today, singling out steel compa- 
nies and one big mining company 
as targets for the second work 
stoppage in two weeks by United 
Mine Workers members. 

Without explanation from 
either UMW officers or rank and 
file, miners refused to enter 


many pits in six states—Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama and Virginia. 
Soft-coal diggers in western 
Pennsylvania led the parade. 
About 20,500 are idle there in 36 
mines which have a total produc- 
tive capacity of 111,000 tons a

ABOARD THE FLYING AR- 
ROW OFF SHANGHAI, Jan. 9 
(AP)—A Chinese Nationalist gun- 
boat shelled this 6214-ton Amer- 
ican freighter mercilessly today, 
rendering it unseaworthy with 30 
to 40 shell hits. There were no 
casualties among the crew of 43 
and 12 passéngers. 
_ Nationalist gunboats, blockad- 
ing Shanghai, stood guard over 
the Isbrandtsen Line ship after 
the shelling off the mouth of the 
Yangtze river. The Nationalists

“T cannot take part in this war 
but if you cannot extinguish the 
fire with your own resources, we 
will beard and help.” 


A few minutes later British 
sailors swarmed over the sides 
and helped put out the fire. No 
American warships were in sight.

Part of the Flying Arrow’s 
$10,000,000 cargo loaded in Hong 
Kong was dumped overboard 
when it caught fire. 


Capt. Jones said the ship’s 
steering room was hit by 14 
shells. After deck houses and the 
water tank were riddled by other 
shells. Capt.. Jones pronounced 
the ship no longer s@aworthy aft- 
er inspecting the numerous shell 
holes, which were two to four 
inches in diameter. Some were 
just above the waterline. 


The ship dropped anchor two 
miles off the mouth of the 
Yangtze. 

Capt. Jones, telling of the shell- 
ing, said: 

“We were 19 miles from the 
nearest land and were anchoring 
in international waters when we 
were attacked unexpectedly by a 
Chinese gunboat.

U DWYER FAVORS 
GAMBLING UNDER 
UGENSE BY STATE 


Would Limit It to Sports 
Events—To Ask Legis- 
lature to Act — Follows 
Police Shakeup. 


NEW YORK, Jan, 9: (AP) — 
Mayor William O’Dwyer came out 
today in favor of licensed 
gambling under state control. 

The Mayor’s statement came as 
a city-wide crackdown on book- 
making and other forms of 
gambling got under way, with 51 
top police officials shifted in the 
biggest such shakeup in years. 

“I do not favor wide-open 
gambling but gambling controlled 
by the. state,” O’Dwyer said. “If 
gambling was licensed by the 
state, and enforced, not by local 
communities but by the state, the 
burden of enforcement would be 
removed from the backs of the 
taxpayers in every municipality. 
The criminal element couldn't 


couldn’t possibly engage in gam- 
bling because of supervision of 
the state’s licensing agency.” 

The Mayor made it plain, in re- 
sponse to reporter’s questions, 
that his recommendation applied 
only to betting on public sports 
events and not to slot machines, 
roulette wheels or similar forms 
of gambling. i 

He said the question of legaliz- 
ing lotteries—now barred in the 
state—should be left to the peo- 
ple to decide. 

O’Dwyer said he planned to ask 
the Legislature very soon to put 
before the voters “courageous and 
sensible” amendments to the state 
constitution eliminating present 
gambling bars and substituting 
state control. 

This, the Mayor said, “will be 
just as beneficial to the state as 
was the elimination of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment to the nation.” 

O’Dwyer said in part: 

“For a long time we have been 
looking into various phases of 
gambling on sports events, horse 
racing, basketball, football, ice 
hockey, and all public sporting 
events including boxing. 

“T have talked to many well- 
informed citizens who are not in 
public office and consequently not 
afraid of their lives to discuss 
the question frankly. 

“After 40 years in this city, I 
am satisfied that the public gen- 
erally is interested in sports, not 
only from the standpoint of sports 
themselves, but also from the 
pleasure they get frqm betting 


on sports.

Estimates for revenues in the 
message were based on existing 
laws, while those for expenditures 
included new proposals which 
Congress has not yet authorized.

In his message today, however, 
he cautioned that the effect of the 
proposed additional taxes would 
not be significant fora couple of 
years.

The defendant said he had 
pleaded guilty on the advice of 
his attorney. He paid Shenker 
$500 in attorney fees and paid 
Sam Silk, a professional bonds- 
man, $400 for bonds, the parole 
officer was informed. 

Leaves It Up to Judge. 

“He seems to realize he com- 
mitted a great wrong,” Miller re- 
“On the whole record, I 
am unable to recommend a parole 
for this man, and feel that the 
judge who is familiar with the 
case, imposed the sentences and 
accepted the pleas should decide. 
In this case I will make no rec- 
ommendation, leaving the ques- 
tion of parole entirely to the 
judge.” 

Asked why he considered an 
admitted raper of two children 
deserving of parole, Judge Mur- 
phy said he had made a thorough 
investigation and did not think 
the girls who were molested ac- 
tually had been raped. 

“I don’t think a charge of rape 
was established,” Judge Murphy 
declared. “I believe it was just 
lewd conduct.” 

“I also took into consideration 
the man’s previous good record,” 
he added.

HONG KONG, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
Six or seven Chinese gunmen to- 
day robbed the Hong Kong 
branch of the Chase National 
Bank of an estimated $33,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (UP)— 

e Government conceded today 
that the housefly is developing 
resistance to DDT, the insecticide 
that was to sound his death knell. 

However, Department of Agri- 
culture insect control experts 
still held out hope of conquering 
the little pest eventually. They 
said they have turned up three 
new insecticides—lindane, chlor- 
dane and methoxychlor—and all 
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of them show promise of doing 
the job. 

The progress of insect control 
experiments were revealed in the 
annual report of Dr. P. N. An- 
nand, chief of the department’s 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine. 

The battle against insects of 
all kinds, he said, costs the 
American people four billion dol- 
lars a year.

Chiang pre- 
dicted, “these pieces of silver will 
bear interest in British blood, 
sweat and tears on the battle- 
ground of freedom.” 


She declared “Russia will nev- 
er know one day of peace in Chi- 
na. Russia will never own China. 
China will remain free.” | 


Kind Words for U.S. 


Mme. Chiang said the Nation- 
alists are “abandoned and alone.” 
However, she had ~~ some _ kind 
words for the United States, 
which is not responding to Na- 
tionalist appeals for aid in hold- 
ing Formosa but is not recogniz- 
ing the Chinese Red government. 

“Yours has been a contribution 
of affection,” she told Americans. 
“... Your name among us will 
always be cherished for its friend- 
ship and kindliness.” 

Mme. Chiang, who has failed 
almost completely in the aid-seek- 
ing mission that brought her to 
this country 13 months ago, said 
“I can ask the American people 
for nothing more. At sftch a time 
no pleading can be with dignity.” 

“It is either in your hearts to 
love us, or your hearts have been 
turned from us,” she said. “It is 
either in your mind and your will 
to aid China in its struggle for 
liberty, or you have abandoned 
liberty.”

She said Chiang “alone was re- 
sponsible for China’s break with 
the Communists in 1926 when he 
became convinced that Russia was 
laboring even then to steal our 
country.” 

“He saw that China was being 
made an experiment for all the 
wiles and tricks which Russia 
since has used against the world,” 
she said. 

She said Nationalist guerrillas 
“will keep the torch of liberty”

STUTTGART, Germany, Jan. 9 

(UP)—The seismograph at the 
Stuttgart Seismographical Insti- 
tute failed to confirma London 
magazine editor’s report that a 
second atomic explosion has oc- 
curred in Russia, the institute’s 
director said today. : 
Dr. Wilhelm Hiller said the in- 
strument, one of the most sensi- 
tive in Europe, had not verified 
the report of Kenneth de Courcy, 
editor of Intelligence Digest, who 
said a second explosion occurred 
in Soviet Asia Saturday night. 

De Courcy, who announced that 
Russia had the atomic bomb be- 
fore President Truman confirmed 
that an atomic explosion had oc- 
curred in the Soviet Union, said 
he received his information on 
the second blast from “an area of 
detection” outside Russia where 
“advanced methods of detection” 
are used. \ 

Hiller said his seismograph re- 
corded nothing unusual in the 24- 
hour period Saturday. He said 
the instrument was so delicate 
that it would have recorded “any- 
thing that happened, no matter 
where in the world.”

| ater, G-men pondered a letter 

that British censors had inter- 
cepted. The envelope was ad- 
dressed to “M. Gonzalves de Aze- 
vedo, Calcado do Desterro 5 R-C, 
Lisbon, Portugal.” It bore the 
return address, “Gabriel Reyes, 
140 W. 10th St., New York, N.Y.” 

The letter was written by hand 
in Spanish. On one side “Ga- 
briel” told .a “dear friend” how 
sorry he was that he could do 
nothing to help him obtain a visa 
for the United States, winding up 
with “yours unto death.” 

On the other side of this lov- 
ing message was a report on 
aircraft production in the 
United States and shipment Yo 
England’ meant for the eyes of 
the German High Command 
through their spy hatch in 
Lisbon. 

Laboratory treatment for in- 
visible ink had revealed such 
tips as “value of aeronautical 
production in 1940—$544,000,- 
000. Production of machines 
about 6000. From July 1940 up 
to March 1941, about 7000

G-men followed Vallecilla to 

get a line on him. They discov- 
ered he ran around with a crowd 
of South Americans. 
‘From the companions who 
could be trusted and from immi- 
gration records G-men assembled 
Vallecilla’s history. — 

He was born in Colombia. His 

family had once been wealthy. 
They had sent him to Rome and 
Paris to study, but Vallecilla 
wasn’t keen about. anything so 
serious as a career and he spent 
three years knocking about 
Europe, draining the parental 
bank account. He picked up an 
assortment of languages, enough 
to land a job in 1938 as trans- 
lator with the International Labor 
Organization, affiliated with the 
League of Nations in Geneva. |. 
He also picked up a taste for 
partying. He spent money with 
reckless abandon. 
He lost his job in 1939 because 
of irresponsibility, went on to 
Italy and Portugal and finally ar- 
rived in New York in September 
1940. In New York he got a po- 
sition in a language school and 
later branched out as a private 
tutor in Spanish. 

To the G-men who tagged the 
playboy suspect on his sprees, 
the cost of cocktail, night club 
and “at home” parties seemed a 
great deal more than the nor- 
mal income of a teacher, even 
a boastful one. 

Digging into foreign transfers 
of money, G-men came up with 
something interesting. On Dec. 
27, 1940, Vallecilla had received 
$500 by cable from Lisbon. On 
Nov. 18 there was a check for 
$1000 from a Lisbon bank. On 
Jan. 22, 1941, another check for 
$900 from the same bank, and 
on March 17 a cable transfer 
of $500 from Lisbon, by order 
of Gonzalves Azevedo. 

There was another discovery 
that was to hook up Vallecilla as 
a spy. On Oct. 15, 1941, he re- 
ceived a radiogram: “Aunt Maria 
died suddenly. I beg you to write 
Uncle Pablo, who is inconsolable.”’ 
There was no Aunt Maria or 
Uncle Pablo in the Vallecilla fam- 
ily history. G-men were familiar 
with the German habit of send- 


his “go-between” had been put 
out of business. In this case, it 
seemed obvious “Aunt Maria” had 
been replaced by “Uncle Pablo.” 


One other report went into the 
record. An acquaintance of Valle- 
cilla, a man working with the 
G-men, noticed a “Lisbon” letter 
that Vallecilla was carrying 
around. It was addressed to Gon- 
zalves de Azevedo. 


The various findings on Valle- 
cilla were co-ordinated in FBI 
headquarters in Washington. The 
name Azevedo stood out. Vallecil- 
la had received money from 
Azevedo, and he had a letter to 
Azevedo in his possession. 

G-men cross-checked the name 
through the files ane found the 
unsolved case of Gabriel Reyes. 
Reyes could be Vallecilla!

OW the G-men went to work 

collecting specimens of the 

playboy’s handwriting. Even 
in a short time a person leaves 
innumerable samples — in rental 
leases, in grocery and clothing ac- 
counts, in notes to laundry and 
milkmen. For Vallecilla there also 
were immigration papers, applica- 
om blanks for school and other 
obs.

G- 
men recalled a report they had 
in connection with her. Vallecilla 
had asked her to assist him in 
“working for the cause” by deliv- 
ering some letters to a German 
agent in a: Midwestern city. He 
had boasted of his activities and 
he .,had even done some invisible 
writing for her just to show off 
his talents.

The issue also is of major legal 
importance at the New York trial 
of Judith Coplon and Valentin 
Gubitchev on espionage charges. 
The entire case against the for- 
mer Department of Justice em- 
ploye and the Russian has been 
endangered by FBI admissions of 
extensive wire tapping. 


The Federal Communications 
Act expressly forbids the tapping 
of telephones and divulgence of 
information thus gained. The 
Justice Department has _ long 
taken the position that tapping is 
not prohibited in itself, but mere- 
ly divulgence. It further has 
contended that by “divulgence” is 
meant public disclosure. 


McGrath said today that fed- 
eral wire tapping in limited case 
involving security, espionage, kid. 
naping and extortion was author- 
ized by the late President Roose- 
velt, in a memorandum sent to 
the Justice Department on May 
21, 1940. 


“In view of the emergency 
which still prevails and the neces- 
sity of protecting the national se- 
curity,” said McGrath, “I can see 
no reason at the present time for 
any change.” 


He pointed out that in 1941 
Roosevelt again approved of fed- 
eral wire tapping in specified 
cases such as espionage and ex- 
tortian. McGrath emphasized also

True, the President alluded to 
some difficulties: Russia and 
peace, for instance. Expenditures 
on national defense, ERP, and 
other costs arising out of past 
wars approximate 70 per cent of 
the budget. But, as Truman sees 
the future, America is going places.

And it was nicely in keeping 
with the financial reviews and 
forecasts which greeted newspa- 
per readers this New Year’s. The 
President merely added his op- 
timism to a lot of other op- 
timism. 


For a moment, after New 
Year’s, Wall Street seemed dis- 
heartened. Stock prices declined 
on Tuesday. It was as if inves- 
tors and speculators, taking stock 
of all the glowing statements from 
business executives, decided that 
no year could come up to the 
prophecies, that people—investors 
—would inevitably be disappoint- 
ed, that therefore stocks would be 
in supply, 

But by Wednesday, eudemonia 
reigned anew—with the Presi- 
dent’s reassurances added. The 
stock market pushed through to 
new high levels, and railroad 
shares, which had for so long 
lagged behind industrials and 
public utilities, were in the lead. 
A request for a 95 per cent in- 
crease in mail rates, which would 
net the carriers $100,000,000 a 
year, was a helpful influence. The 
ICC has already granted a 25 per 
cent boost—on account—as tem- 
porary relief. 


If anything, President Tru- 
man’s message accentuated the 
business outlook. He forecast 
only minor reductions in 
budgetary expenditures. He said 
he wanted a moderate increase 
in taxes. But the immediate 
responsé from Congressmen im- 
plied “No soap.” Said Senator 
George (Dem.), Georgia, chair- 
man of the Senate Finance 
Committee: “I want a mod- 
erate amount of expenditure re- 
duction. Maybe we (the Presi- 
dent and I) can get together.” 


Again, the Federal Government 
will spend about 40 billion 
dollars.

That shows how big an influ- 
ence government—all government 
—is today in economic affairs. It 


constitutes an important differ- 
entiation of this period from that 
of the ’20s and '30s. Government 
has become a stabilizing influ- 
ence on business—on production 
and employment. Government 
outlays don’t contract like the 
outlays of a business. When a 
company completes a new plant, 
it stops spending. But Govern- 
ment budgets, except during and 
immediately after wars, are slow 
to change. 


Thus, state and local govern- 
ments are embarking on many 
projects deferred by the war. 
And the Federal Government has 
fixed outlays—for veterans, debt, 
defense, foreign aid, and so on. 


Government outlays constitute, 
as is well known, a redistribution 
of income. By and large, taxes 
are derived from the middle and 
upper-income groups and from 
corporations. The proceeds, when 
spent on roads, schools, bridges, 
munitions, farm subsidies, etc., go 
to workers in the form of wages 
or farmers in the form of cash. 
Insofar as thé proportion of in- 
come going to the lower-income 
groups is increased, effective pur- 
chasing power increases. These 
are the people who spend a ma- 
jor share of their pay for cur- 
rent requirements. 

The following table traces 
briefly the trend in Govern- 
ment outlays as a proportion of 
the gross production of goods 
and services:

That rise in the proportion mili- 
tates against any sharp business 
decline such as we had after the 
first World War—when Govern- 
ment outlays dropped so precipi- 
tately and when business had to 
take up the slack. The Government 
will continue as a stabilizing in- 
fluence until (a) Stalin changes 
his strategy, tactics, and attitude 
and (b) state and local govern- 
ments are much farther along in 
their postwar projects than they 
are today. 

This factor of governmental sta- 
bilization is only beginning to be 
recognized. And President Tru- 
man’s reiteration of his longer- 
term plans—for broader social 
security, low-cost housing, etc.— 
provides assurance that any sharp 
contraction will be ave In- 
deed, as defense outlays drop, the 
prospect for higher welfare op- 
erations will increase.

A Proposal on Formosa 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Editor’s Note: “I have just got out 
from behind the Iron Curtain in Peking 
two months ago,” the author of this let- 
ter says, “having been professor at the 
Catholic University there since 1936.” 


The question of recognizing China 
has reached a dead point. Whatever 
the merits of the case, as matters stand, 
the State Department could not recog- 
nize Mao Tse-tung’s China today with- 
out losing face. 

But there is surely something which 
it might do and in fact ought to do in 
common honesty and common sense: 
and that is, recognize—officially, that 
is—that Chiang Kai-shek does not rep- 
resent China any longer. Whether Mao 
does so or not: Chiang by any test does 
not. So, why not say so? 

This honest declaration will have a 
number of advantageous consequences. 
The first consequence will be that au- 
thority in Formosa or Taiwan will auto- 
matically revert to the Allies, who had 
given Chiang a mandate over the 
island, pending conclusion of peace 
with Japan. The Executive of the Allies 
then was, and today still is, General 
MacArthur, who consequently’ will 
“take over” in Formosa in the quick 
and decisive way he has in matters of 
this sort. 

Should there be any Allies who de- 
mur, they can argue about it afterwards 
at length and at leisure. No doubt 
some will. 

In the meantime (and this is conse- 
quence No. 2) Formosa would ior the 
first time be free. It would be rid of 
all the carpet-baggers, place-hunters, 
bare-faced exploiters and chocolate- 
soldiers from the mainland, who have 
fattened on the Formosan population 
ever since VJ-day. Sure enough, the 
Formosans never loved. the Japanese, 
but they have come to hate the main- 
land Chinese even more—and for good 


cause. 

At least the Japanese were efficient 
—but all that this mainland crowd has 
done, in addition to all their other mis- 
deeds, is to let all the up-to-date indus- 
trial and other plants, installed by the 
Japanese, go to wreck and ruin. Gen- 
eral MacArthur in setting up military 
rule in Formosa would no doubt call 
upon native Formosans to help him in 
-this task, with the natural prospect of 
their taking over ultimately. 

“Taiwan for the Taiwanese!” has 
been the dream of all Formosans all 
along. Is it not time we stood no 
longer in their way? . 

Finally there would be one more 
consequence, viz., that Chiang and all 
his forces still in Formosa would be 
disarmed and that the strategic key- 
point would be manned by United 
States forces, who would thus prevent 
their falling into hands hostile to us. 
And a disarmed Chiang would no 
longer be able to play the sorry game 
of laying American mines to blow up 
American ships and to drop American 
‘bombs from American planes to destroy 
American property.

Business on Taxes 


In suggesting a curtailment of governméntal 
expenditures and an easing of the federal tax 
burden, the Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment stresses an ever-popular theme. Both 
spending and taxing still are at virtually a 
peacetime high. 

CED, which we once called the brain trust 
of American business, makes some general sug- 
gestions as to how the goal might bé obtained. 
To a degree, it is regrettable that its calcula- 
tions are based on a different set-up than the 
administrative budget. Considering only the 
cash income and outgo of the Government, CED 
suggests the possibility of a tax cut of as much 


as $2,250,000,000. Comparisons would be easier . 


if the Government’s accounting methods had 


7 been followed. 
But .there also is a big “if” behind CED’s 


calculations. Its tax cut is based on the assump- 
tion that business in 1950 will climb back to 
the 1948 level. Mr. Truman also expressed this 
hope in his economic message. He urged busi- 


' ness leaders to strive for an even higher level. 
_ And how the New Dealers were scolded for say- 


ing this! 

It is interesting to note that the CED econ- 
omists say that, in the event that the 1950 ‘busi- 
ness level does not rise above that of 1949, no 
effort should be made to balance the budget. In 
other words, some of the leading bankers and 
industrialists of the United States have gone 
on record in favor of Government deficits in the 
event of even a slight slackness in business ac- 
tivity. 

In coming a little closer to specific cases, CED 
suggests rather sharp cuts in expenditures for 
military defense, foreign aid and housing. Cer- 
tainly every penny of waste should be squeezed 
out of the military budget. Foreign aid probably 
will be reduced, but it would be tragic if it were 
cut so hard that the world would not even get 
the full benefit of what has already been put 
out. Nor has the need for housing here at home 
been fully met. 

Congress, however, is likely to give serious 
consideration to the CED’s suggestion for at 
least a reduction in excise taxes. Some of these 
ought to go, But’ unless compensating econ- 
omies are made, tax cuts will be meaningless. 
Congress ought to resume its study of the Hoover 
recommendations. It ought to press for less ex- 
pensive ways of conducting the Government’s 
business. It ought to work for real reforms and 
not merely for material for campaign speeches. 
Perhaps the CED report will help a bit to get 
it on the right track. 
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Old Sayings Newly Applied 

Our forefathers had an old saying about a 
certain type of short-sighted fellow. They de- 
scribed him as one who woullti “save at the spigot 
and waste at the bung.” It meant, of course, a 
thoughtless chap who kept his eye on the drops 
and let the contents of a cask gush out at a big 
hole. 

Changing the measure a bit, some coal union 
leaders are saving bushels while others are 
wasting tons. The Progressive Miners’ local 
in Collinsville is censuring Charles Waichekaus- 
kas, coal miner for 34 years, who plans to in- 
stall gas heat in a new house. Yet the three- 
day week policy of John L. Lewis is limiting 
production so as to cause the ~*urtailment of 
service by railroads, still one of the biggest 


users of coal. 
There is another old saying about the right 


hand not knowing what the left hand does. 
Somebody should tell the Progressive Miners 
union that they can hardly hope to hold the 
house heating market for coal when production 
of coal under the United Mine Workers is so 
unreliable as to reduce train schedules and thus 
further push railroads to oil and electricity for 
motive power. 


100 Blooming Years 

While mathematicians argue as to whether 
1950 represents the half-century, we discover 
via the Courier-Journal, which learned about it 
via the Old Farmer’s Almanac, that 1950 does 
represent a hundred anniversary. It is the cen- 
tennial of the bloomer. 

The bloomer was the first step in emancipat- 
ing women from immobility. It was named for 
Mrs. Amelia J. Bloomer, an ardent feminist who 
did not want to be restrained either by mascu- 
line tyranny or by hoops, bustles or stays. She 
wore blossoming pantaloons, tied at the ankles 
and supported on top in some unfathomable 
fashion. 

In 1850, the ankle was as far as a lady would 
go. In a more recent age—the same period that 
dressed boys in long black stockings, mostly 
with holes in the knees—the bloomer became 
an article-of female gymnastic apparel. It ac- 
tually was elevated up the (pardon the expres- 
sion) leg. . 

Invention of the bloomer, as noted, was just 
the first step. No doubt what followed has ‘been 
a century, of progress. 
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In Defense of Birds-Nesting 

Science, which has done its share toward the 
shaping of this frenzied age, may be able to 
help unshape its undesirable hysterical aspects. 
There are few problems, solutions to which 
seem to be more necessary if modern man is to 
survive in the world he has created. 

So thinks Dr. Edmund Sinnott, retiring presi- 
dent of the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. Issuing a call for an 
army of 10,000,000 amateur bird-banders, star- 
gazers, and assorted other unprofessional dab-

Being a scientist, or studying the mourning 
dove in its native habitat, does not automatically 
produce distinction of anything, or even deter- 
mination or clarity of thought. But, as Dr. Sin- 
nott pointed out, it can help. It may help a man 
form a frame of reference, without which noth- 
ing makes much sense. 

The scientists, the professionals, have a re- 
sponsibility which must be met if this is to 
be accomplished. Although few laymen realize 
it, science is still a philosophy, and modern 
physics is as much a matter of religion as of 
science. ,

Branch Library in Clayton 

Why does the St. Louis County Library plan 
to open a branch in Clayton? Clayton citizens 
pay no tax to support the County Library; they 
also have a municipal library of their own. Nat- 
urally the plan has aroused protests from com- 
munities which do support the County Library. 

Presumably the library board thinks at least 
one branch of the County Library should be in 
the county seat. But the library system lacks 
money to establish many branches at this time. 
It will seem strange to citizens who pay the li- 
brary tax that their areas must do without 
branch libraries while one is placed in Clayton. 

A Clayton branch would be intended to serve 
the mid-county area. But the same branch could 
be placed as conveniently in a tax-supporting 
district, where the library is obligated to pro- 
vide service. For persons in the Clayton vicinity, 
the library was able to offer service in co-opera- 
tion with the Clayton Library. Now the County 
Library has terminated the contract, and will 
compete with Clayton’s own excellent institution. 

While the library is one of the county’s fin- 
est services, it has had to stand the test of 
three elections on the library tax in four years. 
Each time the bulk of the vote for the tax came 
from districts without adequate libraries or with- 
out any at all.. Now the library board risks 
some of its most enthusiastic support by plac- 
ing a branch in Cldyton. That is at least a tac- 
tical error. . 
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No Thanks, We'll Walk 

Harold von Thaden, who is tired of fighting 
his way down crowded city sidewalks, thinks he 
knows how to end city congestion. The solu- 
tion, he says, is to move it all underground, 
building underground conveyor belts for peo- 
ple. Remarkably enough, von Thaden is an 
officer of a conveyor belt manufacturing firm. 

To anybody who has seen a department store 
Christmas rush, the Times Square subway sta- 
tion at 5 o’clock or Sixth street at noon, this 
horizontal escalator system sounds like the ulti- 
mate goal toward which civilization is heading. 
If it were adopted, city-dwellers could get rapid- 
ly from one place they don’t want to be to a 
place they don’t want to be even more, all with 
a maximum of discomfort.

Pondering TVA's sixteenth annual report, newspaper finds it one 
of the potent influences of our time; in partnership with the people 
of themselves, it has yielded both material gains and a growing know- 
how of conservation; so it has won disciples in many other lands. 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal 


There is a significant timeliness in pub- 
lication of the newly-issued sixteenth an- 
nual report of the directors of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. It comes as the 
people of the country are weighing men 
and events that have made the past half- 
century the greatest in our nation’s his- 
tory. And TVA belongs with those influ- 
ences that have shaped the United States 
of 1950. , 


Its effect on our national economy and 
culture has not been startling. It has 
touched directly but a comparatively few 
lives. Yet, by its very success as our most 
radical experiment in socio-economic leg- 
islation of the twentieth century, its influ- 
ence has been worldwide. And the nature 
of our Government and its relation to the 
people in the future have been greatly 
influenced by the very fact that people 
have accepted and approved the TVA con- 
cept of Government co-operation with the 
people of a region. 


There is nothing startling in this six- 
teenth annual TVA report. Like those 
before it, it tells of the gradual over-all 
improvement in the lives and living stand- 
ards of a people who were given the op- 
portunity to help themselves through 
developing and improving their region. 


Increased Incomes—and More 


That portion of seven states roughly 
termed the Tennessee river valley is not 
yet a wealthy area; perhaps it never will 
be. But the per capita income of its peo- 
ple has increased 147 per cent since the 
advent of TVA, as compared to the na- 
tional increase of 119 per cent. No doubt 
part of this improvement can be traced to 
the increased industrialization that has 
followed plentiful and cheap power from 
TVA turbines. For today there are 158,000 
more industrial workers in the valley than 
there were in 1933, and these men earn 
more money than the 93,000 farm helpers 
who have left the region, or gone into 
industrial work. 


But beneficial effects of TVA transcend 
the mere matter of increased incomes. 
The Tennessee valley is a better place to 
live today than it was 16 years ago, when 
farmers sullenly left the tired soil of an- 


day employ better farming methods. They 


graze more herds and raise less corn. 


Their land is more efficiently fertilized, 
crops are rotated, soil control is practiced. 
The coal-oil lamp has given way to farm 
electricity, and increasing prosperity has 
enabled construction of better roads and 
schools. Floods have been curbed, con- 
servation programs adopted, and millions 
of trees have been planted on land that 
once grew only saw-briars. 


Government regulation did not bring 
about this improvement in the lives of a 
regional people. TVA succeeded because 
its administration was made flexible 
enough to adapt to the needs and demands 
of the people of the Tennessee valley. 
TVA has become an agency largely molded 
and directed by the people it serves. 


How It Gained Champions 


Its directors are often drawn from the 
immediate area, and its boards and plan- 
ning agency are composed of people who 
live within its jurisdiction. And because 
of this grass-roots democracy, TVA has 
won the support of its people, a support 
which has enabled it to withstand the 
political scheming of its inevitable ene- 
mies. 

The effect of TVA has not, of course, 
been confined to the Tennessee valley. 
The more than 1,000,000 people who re- 
ceive TVA power have bought an esti- 
mated $100,000,000 worth of electrical ap- 
pliances. Fertilizers developed by TVA 
researchers are used throughout the 
United States, and the financial improve- 
ment of the people of the valley have 
made them better customers for all Ameri- 
can producers. The revitalization of the 
region has been noted by observers from 
all parts of the world. Delegations from 
Canada, Mexico, Egypt, France, Russia, 
China and India have studied and praised 
TVA. 


Projects similar to TVA have been pro- 
posed for the run-down and undeveloped 
areas of the world under President Tru- 
man’s Point Four. And in Congress the 
comparative prosperity of this once- 
impoverished region has caused members 
to start studies of the Missouri and Co- 
lumbia river valleys and the Central val- 
ley of California. 

The United States, and the world, have 
only begun to enjoy the successful experi- 
ment that was launched in 1933.

The M. P. Church, as it was 
known, had been a separate body 
since a cleavage at the Metho- 
dist Episcopal General Confer- 
ence of 1828. It had a presby- 
terial form of government, with 
no bishops. In the late 1930s, it 
had 2250 congregations and 
192,000 members. The consolida- 
tion of Methodism in 1939 united 
it with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, with 4,296,000 members 
and the M.E. Church, South, with 
2,726,000 members, and under an 
episcopal form of government. 

The Rev. Mr. Broomfield, who 
had been active in promoting the 
reunion, was one of Sap MAE 
pastors designated as ops a 
the Kansas City uniting confer- 
ence of 1939. 

In the years of his episcopal 
service, which included much of 
the war period, Bishop Broom- 
field urged on the churches of 
his denomination the duty of fol- 
lowing up their members who re- 
moved from smaller places to 
large cities for employment in 
war industries. 

He was diligent in visiting the 
churches in the St. Louis area 
and conferring -vith the pastors 
and layfolk about the problems 
of their localities. Particularly 
interested in evangelism, he en- 
couraged the holding of special 
a to increase member- 
ship. 

After his retirement, he con- 
tinued this interest in such cam- 
paigns, and had an active part 
in the Youth for Christ meetings, 
which were held for several sea- 
sons in Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House on Saturday nights.

Fifty-nine artists of the St. 
Louis area are represented in the 
1950 Oil Painting Exhibition - of 
the Artists’ Guild, which opened 
yesterday with a public reception 
at the Guild galleries, 812 Union 
boulevard. 

The show, marked by greater 
diversity of Style than in other 
postwar years, is noteworthy for 
indication of new blood in the art 
community. At the same time, 
many established painters con- 
tinue to make familiar contribu- 
tions. 

The range is from the crafts- 
manlike, straightforward portrai- 
ture of Charles Galt’s “Tertius” 
to the controversial experimenta- 
tion of Fred J. Carpenter’s sinu- 
ous abstraction of bright-hued, in- 
terweaving lines. 


_In between are Emilie Gross’s 
impressionistic “Blizzard,” Tanas- 
ko Milovich’s poignant, expres- 
sionist portrait, its vibrating 
tones suggesting the throb of pain, 
Aimee Schweig’s low-keyed, quiet- 
ly melodious painting of violinist 
and "cellist, and highly individual 
semi-abstractions by Werner 
Drewes and Charles Quest. About 
a third of the show is virtually 
pure abstraction based on geome- 


try. 

Fresh talent on the horizon had 
become apparent Saturday morn- 
ing, when the Guild’s publicity 
chairman, Mrs. George R. Dobler, 
announced for publication the 
three prize-winners, two of whom 
had never been in a Guild show 
before. The good news drew a 
good crowd. 

It was with special interest, 
therefore, that visitors admired 
the sensuous, carefully textured

Saporita, winner of the $250 prize, 
and the complexly organized, 
oddly realistic “Hide and Go 
Seek,” by William W. Reid, who 
received the $75 award.

Objectives and Ends. 


For an hour or two at least, 
the worriers like Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Knowland will find it hard to 
be angry and righteously indig- 
nant and ideologically hot and 
bothered. For here, as the poet 
said, they are transported briefly 
“where all trouble seems, dead 
winds and spent waves riot, in 
doubtful dreams of dreams.” 

A closer study of Mr. Truman's 

poetic style shows that his tech- 
nique is never to deal with prob- 
lems, but only with the excellent 
results that would be achieved if 
the problems had been solved. 
That is a good way to make this 
sorry world look easy. By the 
simple device of announcing only 
goals, objectives and ends, in 
terms so general that absolutely 
no one can question them, the 
controversies about ways and 
means, which are the subject 
matter of almost all the struggles 
of life, disappear from sight. 
Mr. Truman has an enormous 
legislative program which, if it is 
enacted, will make a sizable vol- 
ume of new laws. But what he 
.discussed in this message are not 
the laws he calls for, but only the 
preambles to those laws. 


Nothing Is Explained. 


It is, in fact, not strictly accu- 
rate to say that he discusses the 
preambles. His message is more 
like a table of contents of a book 
which names the topics that 
might be treated. Nothing is ex- 
plained. Nothing is argued. Noth- 
ing is proved. Nothing is demon- 
strated. 

The text is a series of short 
declarative sentences which are 
merely asserted as if they were 
all equally true and self-evident. 
They do not meet criticism. They

Man of His Epoch. 


That is government by the 
people—the experience of under- 
standing and helping to decide 
how they are to get the things 
they are to get. They are denied 
that experience, which enables a 
people to grow in knowledge of 
self-government, when their lead- 
er talks only about what is desir- 
able and does not discuss candidly 
and fully how it is to be achieved. 

Mr. Truman is no autocrat, far 
from it. But he is a man of his 
epoch, and in this epoch there is 
no phenomenon so alarming the 
wide world over as governments 
which are coming to depend on 
the votes of great masses follow- 
ing leaders who tell the people 
what they want without permit- 
ting them or compelling them to 
face the issues of how to pro- 
vide them with what they want. 
Not the “handout state” but the 
“handing-down state” is the enemy 
of genuine progress in the end- 
less business of learning demo- 
cratic self-government. 


“All Sails---No Anchor.” 


It is not wrong, on the con- 
trary it is quite right, that a na- 
tion should spend increasing por- 
tions of its increasing product on 
public utilities and public serv- 
ices. But this can become quite 
vicious if the welfare state is pro- 
moted by the votes of masses of 
men who are made conscious only 
of the desirable good things and 
are not troubled by the problems 
of conducting a government that 
must provide the good things. 

For then, as Macaulay said 
nearly a century ago, the ship of 
state is all sails and no anchor. 
That is why Mr. Truman’s method 
of asserting a series of goals, of 
dealing with ends rather than 
with ways and means, of plump- 
ing for the preambles without ex- 
plaining or discussing the sub- 
stantive issues, is more than a 
matter of rhetoric and literary 
style. It is something which raises 


questions that go to the roots of 
the democratic philosophy itself.

Faulkner Brilliantly Transposed 

OT onsy is the film aaaptation of William Faulkner's 

penetrating novél, “INTRUDER IN THE DUST,” at the 

ORPHEUM THEATER, the best of the current Hollywood 
group of pictures examining treatment of .the Negro in 

_ America by a white society. It is a brilliant 

4 achievement as a drama, packing exciting 

melodramatic detail, overtones of mood and 

color, a pitiless but eminently just dissection 

of race. hatred, and some sharp and natural 

characterization into a frame of raw realism. 

Primarily this success in translating the 

7 often rambling murkiness of Faulkner into 

terms of theatrical clarity and power, and still retaining his 

feeling for truth, his dispassionate objectivity, his pervading 

mood of social deterioration and the forces resisting it, and 

his great talent for story-telling, goes to Clarence Brown, 
one of the most sensitive directors in Hollywood. 

Brown photographed all the exteriors and all but six 
days of the interiors in Faulkner's home town of Oxford, 
Miss., center of the author’s famed fictional Yoknapatawpha 
County, using townspeople and farmers as extras.

The 
uncle, with a nagging conscience, but impatient with the old 
Negro’s stubborn aloofness, tries to get the true story of 
the killing from him. The Negro, knowing he won't be 
believed, resents it enough to refuse to talk, preferring almost 
ceftain death at the hands of the mob to giving up his 
insistence on equal treatment. 

Then the boy, an old white lady with strong ideas on 
justice, and a Negro lad dig up the coffin of the murdered 
man in an. eerie night expedition, and set in motion the 
events which leads the sheriff to. the actual killer and the 
freeing of the old Negro. 

Juano Hernandez of the stage does an acting job on 
the Negro suspect which is quite wonderful. Claude Jarman 
Jr., at his awkward age, is completely convincing as the boy, 
and David Brian as the uncle, Elizabeth Patterson as the 
old spinster, and Will Green as the sheriff, are all that is 
called for.

Many dif- 
ferent checks are popular with the 
small shepherd's check in black 
and white or navy and white pre- 
dominant. 

8. Pleated chiffon—some dress- 
es being - pleated allover from 
shoulder to hemline, others con- 
fining the pleats to the skirts. The 
dark chiffon dress will be a lead- 
ing style, according to predictions. 

9. Hipline cuffs—an evidence of 
the descending waistline and used 
on suits as well as dresses. 

10. Tunics. These give a modi- 
fication of the very narrow hem- 
line because of the pronounced 
fullness provided in the upper 
part of the skirt. Most tunics are 
knee’ length. They have been used 
by the designers both for daytime 
and dinner dresses.

“Crib” for Cheating. 

F you think the allusion to 
| cribbing as a synonym for 

cheating refers only to cheat- 
ing at examinations and begins 
and ends with schoolbay slang, 
consider this line from the sedate 
Victorian, Charles Dickens: 

“Child, being fond of ‘toys, 
cribbed the necklace.” 

“Crib” is a very old English 
word whose primary significance 
survives in today’s child’s crib, 
the infant’s enclosed bed. It de- 
rives from the Anglo Saxon 
“crybb,” which is akin to a word 
meaning basket in the Teutonic 
languages, for example the fa- 
miliar German “Korb.” 

“Where no oxen are, the crib 
is clean,” we read in the Bible, 
in Proverbs xiv:4. There you have 
the word’s essential, 
nificance of a manger or rack, a 
feeding place for anintals. From 
this came the verb “to crib,” with 
the old meaning of to crowd to- 
gether—as in a crib. 

The extension to the cribbing 
at examinations started in the 
sense of stealing, from the idea 
of the crib as a receptacle in 
which something could be hidden. 
You may have seen this exempli- 
fied in one of. the old mystery 
plays performed in the holiday 
season, when the shepherd hides 
the stolen lamb in the Infant's 
crib.

Pallbearer for Gangster Lazia Outstripped Mentor as Political Boss; Has Varied Business Interests

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 9. 
HNNY LAZIA’S funeral was 
J one of the biggest ever held 
in Kansas City. About 10,000 
persons filed through the home 
of Mrs. Joe Antonello the night 
before the burial to view the body 
of the slain “big shot of the North 


Side” as it lay in a $5000 silver- 
lined bronze casket. 

Thousands lined the streets the 
next morning to watch the funeral 
procession of 120 automobiles, fol- 
lowed by four trucks loaded with 
flowers. Among the floral offer- 
ings was one in the shape of a 


-Wheel attached to an axle, with 


the second wheel missing. This 
was the touching tribute from 
Tom Pendergast, boss of Kansas 
City, who had besought Post- 
master General James A. Farley 
to save Lazia from the peniten- 
tiary. The plea failed and Lazia 
went to prison, but the princely 
effort was never forgotten by his 
friends. 

Lazia, most notorious gangster 
in the city, chief of the liquor 
and gambling rackets when their 
annual “take” was well up in the 
millions, had been shot eight 
times by two men armed with a 
sub-machine gun and a shotgun. 
They had waited for him| in the 
darkness at the entrance to his 
fashionable apartment in the Park 
Central Hotel, early in the morn- 
ing of July 10, 1934. He died 11 
hours later, without revealing 
who shot him. 

This was another in the long 
series of gang murders that have 
stumped the Kansas City police 
force. Dozens of suspects were 
rounded up ahd many theories 
advanced on the reasons for the 
killing, but the murder remains 
unsolved. 

As the heavy casket was car- 
ried to the grave, spectators 
recognized most of the pallbear- 
ers, who were men conspicuous 
in North Side political and gang 
circles. But few recognized an 
athletic, dark-haired young man 
who carried himself proudly, : his 
neck rigid. Later the general pub- 
lic read in news accounts that the 
young man was one Charlie 
Binaggio, who was showing signs 
of political talents. 

Today Binaggio has far out- 
stripped his mentor, Lazia, in 
political potency. Lazia was an 
influential lieutenant of the-most 
powerful political boss Kansas 
City has ever known, Pendergast. 
Binaggio is becoming a political 
boss in his own right. He has 
not attained the high stature in 
political affairs reached by Boss 
Tom, but he is on his way. 
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E is gaining domination by 
H ectinite talent as a political 

organizer, by “muscle” and 
by native shrewdness. Like all 
successful politicians, he works.at 
his business every day of the 
year, doing favors for constit- 
uents, getting political jobs for 
them, getting them out of trou- 
ble, helping them when they need 
assistance. 


Exactly how he gained control 
and built up his political organi- 
zation is not known. Many re- 
gard him merely as a “front 
man” for more sinister figures. 
Some Kansas Citians believe he 
was selected for political leader- 
ship by heads of the Mafia, secret 
black hand society, because of 
his ability as an organizer. 

Very little is known about 
Binaggio’s early life as a boy in 
Texas and as a youth in Kansas 
City. He worked in a downtown 

mbling joint here as a member 
of the Lazia organization. Then 
he blossomed out as a political 
leader. , 


Regardless of how he got there, 
Binaggio today is regarded as 
second only to his friend, Gov. 
Forrest Smith, in Democratic 
party leadership in Missouri. Af- 
ter merging seven Democratic 
clubs and wresting control of 
the North Side from Jim Pender- 
gast, nephew and heir of Boss 
Tom, Binaggio became one of 
the first factional leaders to sup- 
port Smith for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. Smith 
has been demonstrating since 
that he is not one to forget his 
friends. 

As the man who controls a bloc 
of 30,000 votes in Kansas City, 
Binaggio is respected by poli- 
ticians throughout the state. No 
other boss in Kansas City or St. 
Louis can swing so many votes. 
In Jefferson City, friendly state 
representatives and senators re- 
gard him as something of a 
“black sheep” because of hijs gang

connections, but they love those 
votes he can gather. 

Two Binaggio allies, Jacob L. 
(Tuck) Milligan and Sheridan E. 
Farrell, appear to have won con- 
trol of the Kansas City police 
board and two members of the 
Kansas City Board of Election 
Commissioners also are regarded 
as allies of Binaggio. They are 
Raymond Edlund, Democrat, and 
Harold Marshall, Republican. 


Commented the Kansas City Star: 


“Not for years has the outlook 
for honest Kansas City elections 
been as dark as it is today.” 

In the State Legislature, at 
least two Senators and six Repre- 
sentatives are eonsidered under 
Binaggio control. Other Senators 
and Representatives, like Senator 
Edward J. (Jellyroll) Hogan of 
St. Louis, have occasional work- 
ing alliances with the Kansas City 
boss. 

Binaggio himself is welcomed 
in Democratic caucuses and in 
legislative sessions. Standing on 
the sidelines of the House or 


meeting with legislator-friends in . 


the corridors of the Capitol and 
in rooms of the Governor Hotel, 
Binaggio has been an _ active 
lobbyist for pet measures that 
would give more jobs to deserv- 
ing members of his organization. 
Although he is winning con- 
trol over the police and elections, 
Binaggio has not yet gained con- 
trol over. City Hall, which is 
operated by a non-partisan ad- 
ministration. He has made only a 
small ¢plash so far in national 
Democratic circles and it is an 
irritation to him that President 
Truman welcomes -Jim Pender- 
gast to ar White House ‘but ‘not 
Charlie Binaggio. 
Politics is only. one phase of 
Binaggio’s expanding interests. 
He is also a business man. A 
large portion of his income is 
thought to be deri¥ed from the 
Harmony News Service, local out- 


let for the Capone-controlled na- 
Har- 


tional racing news system. 
mony, like Pioneer News Service 
in St. Louis, furnishes horse race 
results and other pertinent data 
to horse parlors in 14 Western 
and Midwestern cities. Simon 
Partnoy used to operate Harmony 
for his own profit but about twe 
years ago representatives of the 
Capone syndicate informed Part- 
noy at pistol point, that they were 
taking over the business. A wise 
man, Partnoy agreed to serve his 
new employers at a salary of 
$600 a month. 

Binaggio declares most emphat- 
ically that he is not and never 


has been the Kansas City repre- 
erage of the Capone syndicate, 

ut police and other informed 
persons are certain that Charlie 
is the boy. 

He is regarded as the king-pin 
of state-wide gambling. Like the 
other gamblers, however, he has 
been temporarily stymied while 
the “heat” remains on Gov. 


Smith to keep gamblers from 


operating. 

Many taverns here have been 
acquired by the gambling in- 
terests for quick conversion into 
betting casinos and handbooks. 
Binaggio’s associates obtained op- 
tions on several downtown spots 
for handbooks. His gambling ter- 
ritory, it was agreed before the 
election, would extend eastward 
from Kansas City to, Jefferson 
City.

Playing Canasta to Win

HERE is no accounting for 
T card players’ choice of terms 
for use in their games, and 
nothing is gained by arguing with 
it.

And Binaggio has a variety of 
other business connections which 
he declined to specify because 
“you will only crucify them in 
your newspaper.” Kansas City 
Star reporters who have followed 
Binaggio’s activities closely be- 
lieve he has an interest in at 
least 15 business firms. 
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SSOCIATED with Binaggio in 
his political endeayors and 

business ventures are many 
prominent hoodlums who were 
followers of Lazia in the 1930s. 

Lazia’s bodyguard, who was 
with him the night he was assas- 
sinated, Charles V. (Charlie the 
Wop) Carollo, now is a loyal ally 
of Binaggio. Carollo was the as- 
sessor and collector for the 
gambling syndicate. 

Another who stood with Lazia 
was Gizzo, regarded today as 
Binaggio’s chief lieuterfant and 
one of his many business part- 
ners. 

In gangsterdom’s golden era in 
Kansas City, there were five 
prominent figures, usuaily re- 
ferred to respectfully as the 
“Big Five.” Only Lazia is gone. 
The others—Carollo, Gizzo, Gae- 
tano (Tano) Lacoco and James 
Balestrere— now stand solidly 
behind the new power, Binaggio. 
A sixth gang figure, Charles 
Gargotta, almost as prominent as 
the “Big Five” in the 1930s, also 
is identified with Binaggio today. 

Asked about these associates 
and their place in the political 
setup, Binaggio: told the writer: 
“Gizzo is not in politics. He 
wouldn’t even know who ran for 
Governor last time. 

“Balestrere? He’s out of the 
picture now. He runs a little 
liquor store in a poor neighbor- 
hood. (And also runs the Mafia, 
Italian black hand society here, 
according to the best information 
of police and federal authorities.) 

“Lacoco is not in politics either. 
Gargotta? He’s never been inter- 
ested in politics. 

“Sure they’re members of the 
First District Democratic Club. 
But every political organization 
has members like that.”
